Norway Meets Most Demands. 
Norway in a recent note acceded 
to most of the American demands. It 
refused, however, to agree not to ex­ 
port to the Teutonic powers many of 
Its own products, including ingredi­ 
ents of munitions arui 
HUpplles

war. on the ground that it depended 
upon Germany for many 
necessary 
commodities and had to furnish that 
country supplies in return. 
Among tho conditions agreed to by 
Norway are: 
That it would permit no American 
products to go to tho Teutonic pow­ 
ers.

America. 
Rationing System Promised. 
That it would institute a ration­ 
ing system for its population. 
In addition, Norway agreed lo limit
